‘This meeting was attemled by Premier KIM Ilesing, 
myself, and several other staff officers. You ara all probably well aware of 
the purpose of that meeting. In commemoration of the second anniversary of this 
conflict on 25 June, a directive has been sent to all fronts proclaiming a 
general offensive. 


2. PANG continmsed: "To meet this decision, it 1s mecessary that we further increase 
our activity in this Ministry. Office hours will be changed as follows: all 
persons will be at their desks at 0800 instead of 0830, and will remain witil 
1830 instead of 1700. Completely efficient operations will be required during 
this emergency by all persons hoth in the Ministry and the field."
